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WATCHMAN,  WHAT  OF  THE  NIGHT? 


There  has  been  no  period  in  the  history  of  our  Church  in  this 
Province  in  which  her  faithful  members  have  had  more  reason  to 
echo  this  inquiry. 

We  see  the  unmistakeable  efforts  of  a  part  of  our  clergy  to 
follow  as  far  as  they  dare  in  the  steps  of  those  extreme  so-called 
High  Churchmen,  who  openly  denounce  and  strive  to  undo  the 
Eeformation.  We  see  a  gradual  introduction  of  forms  and  ceremonies 
not  authorized  by  the  Eubrics  of  our  Church,  but  on  the  contrary, 
which  are  derived  from,  and  are  imitations  of  the  Eoman  Worship. 
We  witness  efforts  made  to  return  to  practices  which  involve  the 
assertion  of  doctrines  repudiated  by  the  Martyrs  and  Confessors  of 
the  Protestant  Church  of  England.  We  perceive  a  stealthy  circu- 
lation of  publications  which  are  hostile  to  the  doctrines  of  our 
Church  ;  and,  from  time  to  time,  some  of  our  own  Clergy  put  forth 
views  as  to  doctrines  and  sacraments  which  are  a  thinly  veiled 
recommendation  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  and  which  the 
articles  of  our  Church  expressly  condemn.  To  borrow  the  recent 
language  of  an  eminent  statesman,  we  find  here  as  in  England, — 
though  not  as  yet  to  the  same  lamentable  extent, — "  the  practice  by 
"  a  certain  portion  of  the  Clergy  of  ceremonies  which  they  them- 
"  selves  confess  are  symbolical  of  doctrines  which  they  are  pledged 
"  by  every  solemn  compact  which  can  bind  men  to  their  Sovereign 
"  and  their  Country  to  denounce  and  repudiate."  Moreover,  we  find 
that  the  Imperial  Parliament  has  passed  a  measure  to  "  put  down  a 
**  small  and  pernicious  sect  who  are  assuming  an  attitude  of  opposi- 
"  tion  to  the  Church  to  which  they  professedly  belong." 

For  such  reasons  the  Church  Association  (now  numbering 
upwards  of  900  members)  was  formed.  The  effort  to  obtain 
the  concurrence  of  the  Lord  Bishop  in  its  formation,  as  well 
as  the  reasons  assigned  for  his  refusal,  have  been  published  at  large ; 
.and  the  urgent  motives  impelling  its  members  to  persevere  were  also 
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made  known  by  the  Address  of  the  Association  to  the  members  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

There  was  no  long  delay  on  his  Lordship's  part  in  disclosing 
his  feelings  as  between  the  Association  and  the  parties  against 
whose  sinister  proceedings  we  had  felt  it  our  duty  to  protest  in 
the  first  Address.  Commencing  with  a  slightly  veiled  sarcasm  on 
the  "  watchful  care  and  fraternal  monitions  of  a  Church  Association 
of  Clergymen  and  Laymen,"  the  Pastoral  attacks  the  more  important 
parts  of  the  Address.  It  deplores  the  "  excesses  and  errors"  into 
which  the  Eitualists  in  England  have  drifted,  and  the  serious 
injury  they  have  inflicted  on  the  Church  ;  "  but  for  other  matters 
affecting  our  own  branch  of  the  Church, — but  in  his  Lordship's 
judgment  seemingly  neither  excesses  nor  errors, — there  is  a  gentle 
palliative  which,  whatever  the  intention,  countenances  rather  than 
disapproves  of  them.  The  connection  between  the  excesses  and 
errors,  and  the  apparently  slight  departures  which  ended  in 
^'  extravagancies  in  ritual"  is  not  even  glanced  at.  Not  so  a  lat^ 
English  Bishop,  one  certainly  never  considered  a  Low  Churchman, 
who,  in  giving  judgment  on  the  Rev.  W.  G.  P.  Smith,  against 
whom  proceedings  had  been  instituted  for  placing,  in  various  parts 
of  the  chapel,  and  especially  on  the  Communion  Table,  ornaments 
and  other  unauthorized  additions,  said  :  "  Now  would  it  be  lawful 
for  any  person  whomsoever,  even  for  those  officers  to  whose  care  the 
ornaments  of  the  Church  are  especially  committed  ;  would  it  be 
lawful  for  them  to  deck  the  Lord's  table,  in  preparation  for  the 
Holy  Communion,  with  vases  containing  flowers,  and  with  a  Cross 
placed  on  the  table  for  the  occasion  ?  Certainly  not,  unless  there  be 
an  express  or  implied  direction  so  to  do.  It  is  not  enough  that 
there  be  no  express  prohibition.  The  very  nature  of  the  case,  the 
general  requisition  of  uniformity,  and  the  positive  enactment  that 
no  form  or  order  of  common  lorayer,  rites,  or  ceremonies,  shall  be 
openly  used  other  than  what  is  prescribed  and  appointed  to  be  used ; 
all  alike  lead  to  the  same  conclusion  that  it  is  not  lawful  for  any 
person  whomsoever  to  introduce  novel  ornaments  at  his  own  dis- 
cretion.   In  truth,  where  would  the  claims  of  such  discretion  end?" 

And  here  it  may  be  well  to  recall  another  matter  which  occurred 
before  the  formation  of  this  Association.  It  was  ascertained  that 
a  clergyman  of  this  diocese  was  a  member  of  The  Confraternity 
OP  THE  Blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Boor  and  Blood  of  Christ  ; 
and  the  fact,  together  with  some  account  of  the  tenets  of  that  body, 
was  communicated  to  the  Lord  Bishop  ;  who,  in  reply,  stated  that 
he  had  for  some  months  been  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  Confra- 
ternity,— that  certain  of  their  views  were  in  his  judgment  unsound 
and  untenable, — that  he  had  earnestly  requested  its  dissolution,  or, 
at  all  events,  the  withdrawal  from  it  of  the  only  clergyman  in 
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Toronto  known  to  be  connected  with  it.  Neither  of  these  requests 
was  yielded  to,  though  on  the  part  of  members  of  that  Association 
(some  of  whom,  it  may  fairly  be  assumed,  were  known  to  his  Lord- 
ship), there  was  a  "  hearty  disavowal'^of  any  opinions  that  savored 
of  the  Eomish  superstitions  condemned  in  our  22nd  article.  This 
disavowal  is  to  be  interpreted  with  the  aid  of  the  Manual  of  the 
Confraternity,  which  contains  such  passages  as  these  :  "  Jesus,  our 
"  wonderful  God,  who  vouchsafes  to  be  preserd  upon  the  altar  ivlien 
the  priest  pronounces  the  words  of  consecration;^  "Jesus  tlie 
"  Lamb  without  spot,  who  art  continually  consumed  still  remains 
"  perfect ;"  "  A  sacred  victim  consumed  on  the  altar  by  us  and  for 
"  us  "  A  sacrifice  should  be  olfered  on  the  altar  by  the  priests  /  ' 
language  approaching  "  perilously  "  near  to  the  doctrine  of  trans- 
substantiation  ;  and  which  the  28th  article  of  our  Church  declares 
to  be  "  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture." 

It  cannot  but  awaken  in  the  minds  of  many  members  of  our 
Church  a  mingled  sense  of  surprise  and  alarm  to  learn  that,  if  the 
Rev.  C.  T.  Denroche  was  suspended,  or  his  license  revoked,  he 
has  been  reinstated  in  his  privileges  as  a  clergyman  in  this 
Diocese  ;  and  that — whether  there  be  any  relation  between  the  two 
occurrences  or  not, — at  the  very  same  time  the  forbidden  "  Confra- 
ternity" is  revived,  and  openly  proclaims  its  most  obnoxious  doc- 
trines. His  Lordship  has  declared  his  conviction  "  that  we  have 
"  not  in  a  single  instance  in  this  Diocese  an  approach  to  the 
"extravagancies  in  Ritual"  to  be  found  in  the  mother  country. 
But  he  cannot  be  unaware  that  this  "  Confraternity  of  the  Blessed 
"Sacrament" — this  organized  Church  brotherhood  for  setting  at 
defiance  the  Church's  Articles,  and  the  very  foundation  of  her 
antagonism  to  Romish  error, — still  flourishes,  advertises  its  existence, 
circulates  its  "  Intercession  paper,"  and  invites  prayer  for  the  dead. 

The  letter  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  24th  April,  1871,  states  his 
failure  at  that  time  either  to  procure  the  dissolution  of  the  Confra- 
ternity, or  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Denroche  from  it.  It  has  been 
very  recently  seen  that  clerical  co-operation  and  encouragement  are 
openly  accorded  to  other  objectionable  Confraternities  in  this 
Diocese.  Inasmuch  as  his  Lordship  then  saw  fit  to  say,  "  I  could 
not  allow  myself  ...  to  grant  a  license  to  minister  in  this  Diocese 
to  any  clergyman  asserting  the  views  embodied  in  the  Manual  of 
that  Confraternity,"  may  we  not  respectfully  inquire,  Has  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Denroche  disavowed  any  longer  holding  the  views  em- 
bodied in  that  Manual  which,  as  a  member  of  the  Confra- 
ternity, he  must  have  adopted,  and  which  His  Lordship  regards  as 
opposed  to  the  spirit  and  teaching  of  the  Church  of  England  1 

The  members  of  the  Church  Association  cannot  but  witness 
with  wonder  and  sorrow  their  appeals  on  behalf  of  the  principles 
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of  the  Reformed  Church  of  England,  its  articles,  and  its  liturgy, 
made  the  special  objects  of  Episcopal  denunciation,  while  such 
unsound  and  "untenable  views"  are  being  openly  propagated. 

The  Lord  Bishop  at  the  last  Diocesan  Synod  renewed  the 
expression  of  his  disapprobation  of  the  Church  Association,  which 
had  been  less  forcibly  stated  in  the  pastoral  already  noticed.  To 
this  we  forbear  to  make  any  answer  in  detail.  It  is  enough  to  say 
that  a  similar  Association  among  members  of  the  mother  Church  in 
England  is  violently  and  intemperately  opposed  by  the  party  which 
is  there  pushing  to  the  extreme  the  doctrine  that  the  power  of  the 
keys  was  delivered  to  the  Episcopal  body, — which  claims  for  the 
clergy  the  exclusive  authority  of  giving  admission  into  the  Church 
of  Christ,  and  which  asserts  the  administration  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  be  an  offering  by  the  Priest  on  behalf,  and 
on  the  part  of,  the  partakers  thereof.  Foremost  among  those  who, 
in  equally  intemperate  language,  have  denounced  our  own  Asso- 
ciation, are  some  very  advanced  advocates  of  similar  opinions, 
doctrines,  and  practices,  in  this  Diocese. 

Another  matter,  though  at  tirst  sight  it  may  not  seem  directly 
to  affect  this  Association,  is  no  less  significant  in  this  connection. 

The  controversy  which  arose  in  Montreal,  respecting  the  "  Rule 
of  Life, and  the  suspension  of  the  Rev.  A.  Prime  by  the  Metro- 
politan, is  no  doubt  still  unforgotten.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wood,  the 
curate  of  St.  John's  Chapel,  Montreal,  sympathising  with  Mr.  Prime, 
delivered  an  address  to  his  congregation  in  which  he  to  a  great 
extent  defended  the  Rule  of  Life  holding  with  it,  that  "the 
Holy  Communion  besides  being  a  Sacrament,  is  in  a  real  and  true 
sense  a  sacrifice  also  ;"  and  set  forth  his  creed  in  Latin  and  English. 
Whatever  party  name  Mr.  Wood  may  assume  or  repudiate  for  him- 
self, his  doctrine  in  this  address,  and  the  ceremonial  in  his  chapel, 
alike  justify  his  being  considered  an  advanced  Ritualist.  At  a 
service  at  St.  John's  during  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Provincial 
Synod,  there  was  on  the  communion  table  a  metal  cross,  or  rather  a 
crucifix,  having  on  it  a  figure  representing  our  Saviour,  surrounded 
by  bunches  of  flowers ;  and  on  a  ledge,  apparently  part  of  the  table, 
were  two  candlesticks  ;  the  table  was  covered,  not  with  "  a  fair  white 
linen  cloth,"  but  with  a  green  embossed  cloth  ;  and  only  on  the  face 
of  it  was  there  a  narrow  white  stripe.  There  were  repeated  turn- 
ings to  the  table  by  the  acolytes,  who  wore  white  surplices  or  tunics. 
There  were  continuous  bowings  and  genuflexions,  frequent  ap- 
proaches to  the  table  by  the  celebrant  with  his  back  to  the  people, 
clasping  together  of  the  hands;  and  profound  adorations,  when  the 
forehead  apparently  touched  the  table.  An  assistant  was  at  each 
elbow.  At  one  part  of  the  service  one  assistant  approached  the 
celebrant  with  a  paten,  which  the  latter  took  and  elevated  it  to  a 
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line  with  hia  eyes,  and  then  with  a  profound  reverence  placed  it  on 
the  table.  Again  an  assistant  approached  with  a  flagon  and  two  glass 
phials,  from  one  of  which  the  celebrant  poured  water,  and  from  the 
other  wine,  into  the  flagon  ;  which  with  similar  elevation  and 
adorations,  as  with  the  paten,  was  placed  on  the  table.  Enough 
has  been  stated  to  show  that  this  was  not  a  celebration  of  the  Com- 
munion according  to  the  order  of  administration  set  forth  in  the 
prayer-book ;  on  the  contrary,  most  of  the  forms,  ornaments  and 
ceremonies  used  have  not  only  been  pronounced  illegal  in  the  Eng- 
lish courts ;  but  some  of  them  were  expressly  "  forbidden  in  the 
Church  of  this  Province"  by  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  Lower 
House  of  the  Provincial  Synod,  in  1868.  Among  those  are  the 
elevation  of  the  elements,  and  the  mixing  of  water  with  the  wine  ; 
and  the  English  Courts  have  in  like  manner  condemned  the  having 
a  metal  crucifix  on,  or  in  apparent  connection  with  the  table.  On 
this  occasion  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Toronto, — who  could  not  possibly 
be  ignorant  of  the  notorious  character  of  the  services  as  performed 
at  St.  John's, — was  present  and  partook  of  the  Sacrament.  As  his 
Lordship  was  out  of  his  own  diocese,  and  had  no  call  of  duty  to  lead 
to  his  presence  there,  it  cannot  bo  unreasonable  to  treat  this  act  as  an 
approval  of  the  ceremonial  and  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
by  Mr.  Wood ;  were  it  not  that  it  seems  impossible  to  leconcile  them 
with  the  order  appointed  to  be  used  by  the  Church,  of  which  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Bethune  is  a  prelate. 

In  his  reply  to  the  address  of  this  Association,  his 
Lordship  upheld  the  character  of  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern, 
against  the  objections  therein  urged.  On  this  occasion  he 
had  the  opportunity  of  hearing  and  joining  in  Hymn  350, 
accompanied  as  it  was  by  a  ritual  and  ceremony  in  many 
respects  repeating  that  of  a  Romish  celebrant  of  the  Mass,  and 
by  a  sermon  in  full  accordance  with  the  services.  We  would  still 
encourage  the  belief  that  his  Lordship  felt  moved  to  review  his 
defence  of  a  Church  Hymnal  which  offers  for  Protestant  worshippers 
such  words  as  these  : 

"  Thou  within  the  veil  hast  entered, 
Robed  in  flesh  our  Great  High  Priest, 
Thou  on  Earth  both  Priest  and  victim 
In  the  Eucharistic  feast. " 

Another  matter  deserves  notice  as  illustrating  the  difficulties  of 
those  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  anti-protestant  character  of  the 
practices  and  ceremonies  in  some  of  our  Churches.  The  Church 
Association,  in  the  exercise  of  a  painful  duty,  drew  attention  to  the 
existence  of  a  Guild  and  Chapel  in  one  of  the  city  parishes  of  Toronto 
in  connection  with  which  books  of  a  thoroughly  Romish  character 
were  being  surreptitiously  circulated.    The  Lord  Bishop  privately 
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stated  his  assurance  that  the  Incumbent  disapproved  of  the  Guild ; 
and  protests  and  counterprotests  followed,  bandying  about  conflict- 
ing and  irreconcileable  statements  of  incumbent,  guild  and  vestry. 
In  our  Occasional  Paper  'No.  4,  we  therefore  named  one  of  the 
clergymen  of  that  parish  who  had  officiated  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  at  the  service  immediately  following  which  "  The  Path 
of  Holiness,''  with  its  grossly  superstitious  and  unscriptural  teach- 
ings, was  giving  to  some  of  the  Sunday  school  children.  The  Lord 
Bishop  has  been  prompt  to  publicly  denounce  the  action  of  this 
Association.  What  he  may  have  seen  fit  to  do  privately  in  reference 
to  the  Eev.  E.  Day,  and  the  Holy  Guild  of  St.  Lawrence,  we  know 
not ;  but  this  his  Lordship  must  know,  that  the  "  regular  Chapters 
of  the  Guild"  are  duly  advertised  in  the  Church  Chimes  ;  and  its 
annual  commemoration  was  openly  held  at  Weston,  on  the  17th 
August  last,  under  the  special  favour  of  the  Eev.  W.  A.  Johnson, 
the  incumbent  of  that  parish.  A  procession  with  banners,  crosses, 
&c.,  led  the  way — ^the  Clergy  wearing  ''stoles  of  the  colour  of 
the  day."  A  high  "  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist"  took  place 
with  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Mulvaney  as  celebrant,  the  Eev.  E.  Day  as 
deacon,  and  the  Eev.  W.  A.  Johnson  as  subdeacon,  while  the  music 
of  the  Missa  de  Angelis  was  rendered  under  the  direction  of  "  brother 
W.  T.  Goldsmith,"  the  distributor  of  the  notorious  "Path  of  Holi- 
ness'' among  the  Sunday-school  children,  in  the  parish  of  the  Holy 
Trinity.  In  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Eev.  C.  P.  Mulvaney,  he 
referred  to  the  "  encouragement  afforded  them  by  the  Bishop  of 
"  Toronto's  late  charge,"  while  in  charitable  tones  he  alluded  to  "  the 
"  persecuting  policy",  of  this  Association  which,  "  like  Saul  before  his 
"  conversion,  it  was  their  error  to  mistake  for  duty  !"  Then  coming 
to  the  point,  he  said  :  "for  any  one  to  talk  about  a  priest,  or  an 
^'  altar,  who  did  not  believe  in  a  Sacrifice  was  absurd  J' 

The  parish  in  which  those  proceedings  took  place  was  aptly 
chosen.  It  is  within  easy  access  of  Toronto.  Its  incumbent  has 
recently  circulated,  "for  private  distribution  only,"  a  card  of 
"  Divine  Services  at  the  Chapel,  Weston,"  which  runs  thus  : 
"Daily  6.15  a.  m.  Eably  Mass;  9  a.  m.  Matins;  7  p.  m. 
Evensong;  Sundays  8  a.  m.  Early  Mass."  ...  on  certain  days 
"Evensong  andlLecture  7  p.  m.  {Lit  of  Pep.  C.  B.  S.y  In  1871 
the  Lord  Bishop  stated  that  he  could  not  grant  a  license  "  to  any 
"  clergyman  asserting  the  views  embodied  in  the  Manual"  of  this 
C.  B.  S.  In  1874  the  incumbent  of  Weston  seems  in  no  fear  about 
his  license.  His  card  intimates  that  in  addition  to  "  Funeral 
"  Services,"  he  has  also  "  Mortuary  Services,  &c.,  when  desired." 
Is  it  in  these  that  the  mysterious  "  Lit,  of  Rep.''  of  the  Confra- 
ternity of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  is  introduced  1  Or  what  may  those 
strange  novelties  mean  ?    It  may  w^ell  fill  the  minds  of  honest 
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Churchmen  with  sorrowful  forbodings  that  such  proceedings 
and  teachings  go  on  in  this  diocese  without  protest,  while 
the  Lord  Bishop  specially  selects  the  Association  for  his 
Episcopal  denunciations  ;  and  its  attempt  to  get  at  the  root  of  this 
deadly  evil,  which  is  sapping  the  very  vitals  of  our  Mother  Church, 
is  made  the  subject  of  protest  by  clergy,  among  whom  such  proceed- 
ings have  gone  on  for  years  ;  and  is  promptly  responded  to  by  his 
Lordship  holding  his  first  Clerical  Visitation.  Such  action 
renders  it  the  less  surprising  that  his  Lordship  should  declare 
that  he  cannot  find  "  a  single  instance "  of  extravagant  ritual ; 
nor  (spite  of  the  often  renewed  protests  of  such  parishes  as 
Credit  and  Weston),  in  any  congregation  in  this  diocese,  "  a 
"  complaint  that  unsound  doctrine  was  preached  by  the  clergy- 
man  set  over  them." 

And  while  this  is  our  own  condition,  a  disruption  has  already 
taken  place  in  the  American  Episcopal  Church,  occasioned  by 
apparently  analogous  causes,  and  not  only  leading  to  complet 
severance  there,  but  extending  the  same  influence  to  our  own  and 
other  Canadian  Dioceses. 

In  view  of  all  those  circumstances,  it  ought  not  to  create  surprise 
that  distrust  has  arisen,  and  is  increasing  among  churchmen  who 
adhere  to  the  Eeformation, — believe  it  is  assailed  as  well  secretly 
as  openly  by  the  Ritualistic  party, — and  have  seriously  taken  to 
heart  the  question  what  steps  they  ought  to  adopt  in  defence  of 
their  Church,  its  freedom  from  medieval  superstition,  and  from 
doctrines  and  ceremonies  which  have  no  more  solid  foundation  than 
the  "  traditions  of  men." 

The  Church  Association  would  gladly  see  their  brethren  in 
other  Dioceses  uniting  together  in  Jthe  same  cause,  wherever  circum- 
stances call  for  such  action  ;  while  they  deeply  deplore  that 
matters^  should  have  been  allowed  to  go  on  unchecked  until 
they  have  already  caused  a  large  secession  from  our  Canadian 
Church.  Entertaining  feelings  of  reverence  for  the  Order  of 
Bishops  as  essential  to  our  ideas  of  Church  Government ;  respecting 
the  Clergy  as  the  body  appointed  to  be  our  Spiritual  Guides ;  and 
animated  by  the  warmest  regard  for  those  "  faithful  ambassadors" 
who  labor  among  us  in  the  cause  of  their  Divine  Master  :  we 
acknowledge  neither  respect  nor  deference  for  those  who  seek  to 
draw  us  back  into  the  errors  out  of  which  God  was  mercifully 
pleased  to  guide  our  forefathers  at  the  Reformation.  Happily  it  can 
no  more  be  truly  said  of  us  now  than  of  the  Church  of  Old,  when 
Elijah  exclaimed,  "  I  only  remain  a  prophet  of  the  Lord."  We 
believe  that  among  the  widely  diffused  clergy  of  the  Church  there 
are  thousands  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  Baal, — who  are  not 
false  to  their  ordination  vows,  and  will  not  tamper  with  the 
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idolatry  of  tha  mass.  "W*  believe  that  a  larg»  majority  of  tlie 
laity,  both  here  and  in  England,  are  sound  at  heart,  and  we  con- 
fidently expect  that  if  their  earnest  and  respectful  applications, 
though  hitherto  rejected,  are  persisted  in  the  more  strenuously  as 
the  resistance  to  them  is  the  more  obstinate,  it  will  be  found  that 
they  cannot  much  longer  be  treated  with  indifference.  But  we 
cannot  too  strongly  urge  on  the  earnest  and  devoted  adherents  of 
the  Reformation  that  it  is  not  by  secession  from  the  Church,  not 
even  by  a  secession  so  general  as  to  leave  the  clergy  without  followers 
to  go  over  with  them  into  the  Greek  or  Romish  Churches,  as  some 
of  their  advanced  leaders  openly  desire,  that  our  object  can  be 
attained. 

We  owe  it  to  our  children  to  hand  on  to  them,  unimpaired, 
that  sacred  legacy  of  a  pure,  reformed,  scriptural  Church,  with  its 
simple  Protestant  services,  which  we  have  received,  sealed  by  the 
blood  of  the  martyrs  and  confessors  of  the  Reformation,  and  of  the 
reactionary  era  of  renewed  persecution  under  Queen  Mary.  We 
desire  to  refer  as  far  as  possible,  with  respectful  deference,  to  the 
Clergy,  and  still  more  to  the  Bishops  of  our  Churches.  Would  that 
we  could  extend  to  all  of  them  a  loving  reverence  as  faithful 
pastors.  But  we  owe  a  higher  duty  to  the  Church  itself,  and  to  its 
Divine  Head,  the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls  ;  nor — how- 
ever distasteful  or  painful  the  duty  may  be, — will  we  shrink  from 
the  exposure  of  Ritualistic  and  Romanizing  practices  and  teachings 
which  are  so  insiduously,  and  with  such  suspicious  secrecy  and 
mystery,  being  introduced  among  us.  "  Watch,  therefore  ;  for  ye 
"  know  not  what  hour  your  Lord  doth  come.  But  know  this  that 
"  if  the  goodman  of  the  house  had  known  in  what  watch  the  thief 
"  would  come,  he  would  have  watched,  and  would  not  have  suffered 
his  house  to  be  broken  up."    St.  Matt.  xxiv.  42,  43.

IS  THERE  NOT  A  CAUSE  ? 


The  action  taken  by  the  Church  Association  is  based  upon 
the  conviction  that,  although  much  has  been  for  some  years  past 
done  in  this  Diocese,  and  throughout  Canada,  to^Yards  educatinp; 
Churchmen  in  Sacerdotal  and  Sacrament arian  views  and  Pdtual- 
istic  notions,  yet  that  this  work  has  not  gone  so  far  but  tiiat  by  a 
strong  and  determined  effort  it  may  be  stayed  ;  and  the  memberti 
of  our  Church  may  be  brought  once  more  to  rejoice  in  that  sim- 
plicity of  worship,  purity  of  doctrine,  and  humble  faith  in  tho 
finished  work  of  Christ,  which  were  marks  of  the  Primitive 
Church. 

That  there  is  a  deliberate  design  among  a  certain  party  in 
the  Church  of  England  to  subvert  the  principles  of  the  Reforma- 
tion has  already  been  pressed  on  our  notice  by  the  highest  au- 
thorities in  the  Church.  In  further  proof  of  this  there  has  been 
sent  forth  from  our  own  Canadian  capital  of  Ottawa,  this 
month,  the  first  of  a  promised  series  of  Church  Tracts,  ''by  Cana- 
dian Laymen,"  in  which  Luther,  Zwingle,  Melancthon,  Bucer, 
"  the  notorious  Cranmer,"  and  others — the  fathers  of  the  Reform- 
ation— ar«  spoken  of  as  bigamists,  adulterers,  drunlvards,  &c. 
That  gift  of  the  Reformation,  "  an  open  Bible,"  is  denounced, 
if  "  read  without  the  guidance  of  the  Church."  The  story  of 
Luther's  conversion  by  the  accidental  discovery  of  a  Bible  is  called 
"this  precious  lie !"  and  "the  period  which  followed  the  'Blessed 
Reformation^^'  is  styled  "an  age  whose  very  light  was  the  black- 
ness of  darkness."  Finally  the  Ottawa  Ritualists,  whose  excesses 
have  already  led  to  the  apostacy  of  one  of  their  clergy  to  Rome, 
and  have  driven  out  of  our  Church  a  large  and  influential  body 
of  Laity,  invite  their  fellow-churchmen  ,to  exert  themselves  to 
prevent  "  the  so-called  Church  Association  from  staying  the 
course  of  the  Catholic  Revival,  and  perpetuating  among  us  the 
dull  and  cold  traditions  oithe  real  Dark  Ages  " — that  is,  of  "the 
Blessed  Reformation." 

But  this,  we  will  be  told,  is  the  work  of  laymen ;  just  as  the 
Rev.  0.  P.  Ford,  assistant  minister  of  Holy  Trinity,  responds  in 
a  printed  Tract,  to  Paper  No.  IV.  of  this  Association  ;  and 
thinks  it  reason  enough  for  denouncing  our  exposure  of  the 
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dissemination  of  the  most  pernicious  errors  among  children  in  a 
Church  Mission  School,  to  tell  us  that  the  distribution  of  "  The 
Path  of  Holiness,"  immediately  after  one  of  the  parish  clergy 
had  performed  Evening  Service,  was  the  mere  act  of  a  layman 
"  on  his  own  responsibility."  AVe  have  shown  that  this  dis- 
tribution took  place  so  far  back  as  1872:  that  in  that  same  year 
books  of  like  kind  were  being  distributed  in  other  parishes;  that 
only  since  we  exposed  the  nature  of  the  book  has  it  been  with- 
drawn from  the  children  ;  and  that  still,  in  1874,  the  book  has 
been  found  to  be  on  sale  in  our  Church  Depositories,  and  con- 
tinues to  be  in  large  demand.  To  all  this  the  Eev.  Mr.  Ford 
offers  this  reply  : — "  In  consequence  of  the  advertisement  of  the 
Church  Association,  it  seems  all  the  copies  in  town  were  bought 
up,  and  others  ordered "  !  !  ! 

Let  us  then  inquire  if  it  be  ^'  the  mere  acts  of  laymen  "  that 
are  thus  subverting  the  principles  of  the  Reformation.  We  have 
had  sent  to  us  the  address  of  the  incumbent  of  St.  Philip's, 
Weston,  to  "  his  much  loved  parishioners,"  signed  "  Your  faith- 
ful and  affectionate  Priest,  W.  A.  Johnson;"  and  dated,  "Advent, 
A.D.  1873."  In  this  he  speaks  of  "  the  Catholic  Church,  or,  as 
they  call  it,  the  Church  of  England  ;"  and  of  "  the  Protestant 
Separatists  among  us."  He  deplores  the  cold-heartedness  of 
those  who  "  neglect  to  jjvay  for  the  Body  of  Christ"  who  with- 
draw their  assistance  at  "  early  celebrations,"  and  so  lead  to  "  the 
Protestant  idea  of  the  three  services  in  one  at  eleven  o'clock, 
with  an  occasional  celebration."  In  the  first  Address  of  this 
Association,  when  referring  to  the  seeming  trifles  which  mark 
the  antagonism  of  the  Ritualist  party  to  the  principles  of  the 
Reformation,  we  remarked  "  the  very  words  Protestant  and  Re- 
formation have  become  hateful  to  perverted  ears  ;  and  the 
Protestant  Church  of  England  is  styled  Anglo-Catholic,  or  by 
like  terms  suggestive  of  some  affinity  to  the  so-called  '  Catholic' 
Church  of  Rome."  The  Rev.  Provost  of  Trinity  quotes  this  in 
his  series  of  papers  noAv  printing  in  "  The  Churchman,"  and 
characterizes  it  as  "  most  disingenuous,"  claiming  that  many  favor 
the  name  of  "  'Anglo-Catholic '  who  by  no  means  hate  or 
repudiate  the  name  of  Protestant."  What  then  is  the  "  ingenu- 
ous" interpretation  of  the  language  here  quoted  from  Canadian 
Clergy  and  Laity  ?  It  seems  to  admit  of  only  one  interpreta- 
tion ;  and  that  is  the  one  which  the  Rev.  Provost  styles  "  most 
disingenuous. " 

Such  is  the  teaching  in  a  parish  within  a  few  miles  of 
Toronto.  If  the  laymen  of  Toronto  itself  have  been  zealous,  it  has, 
happily,  not  always  been  in  antagonism  to  the  Reformation 
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and  its  teachings;  but  on  the  contrary,  as  one  notorious  case 
proves,  in  arresting  the  insidious  poison  which  a  clergyman  cul- 
pably— though,  as  he  pleads,  in  mere  careless  ignorance — was 
instilling  into  the  minds  of  children  entrusted  to  his  charge,  on 
the  very  profession  advanced  by  himself,  of  guarding  them  from 
the  teaching  of  Komish  Convents  and  Popish  error.  The  insidi- 
ous Eomanizing  teachings  of  such  "Priests"  is  more  dangerous 
even  than  that  of  convent  schools. 

At  a  future  time  we  may  enter  upon  the  not  uninteresting 
and  not  uninstructive  question  of  the  origin,  in  this  Diocese,  of 
a  state  of  matters  so  opposed  to  the  general  feeling  of  Church- 
men throughout  its  bounds  ;  but  for  the  present  we  simply 
desire  to  call  attention  to  the  general  tendency  of  the  teaching, 
and  to  show  that,  under  a  specious  plea  for  union  with  the 
Roman  or  the  Greek  Church,  the  process  of  assimilating  our  prin- 
ciples and  practices  to  those  of  these  bodies  has  been  com- 
menced, and  is  being  carried  on  to  an  extent  little  contem- 
plated. 

We  desire  not  to  attack  individuals,  but  the  system  which 
has  been  inaugurated.  We  care  not  whether  this  education  has 
been  commenced  by  a  "  priest,"  who  leaves  it  to  his  guilds,  con- 
fraternities, and  sisterhoods,  to  bring  to  perfection  the  seed  which 
he  has  sown  ;  or  whether  he  himself  completes  the  work  to  which 
is  due  the  chorister,  monk,  or  sister  of  mercy.  It  in  no  way  lessens 
the  pain  experienced  by  the  parent  who  sees  his  child  led  away 
from  our  Protestant  religion,  to  be  told  that  she  has  gone  further 
on  the  path  to  Kome  than  was  contemplated, — that  the  clergy- 
man whose  ministrations  she  attended  desired  to  halt  at  a  place 
somewhat  more  distant  from  this  goal ;  but  that  the  more 
advanced  of  his  congregation,  educated  so  far  by  him,  refused  to 
rest  short  of  a  complete  Romish  service  under  an  Anglican 
name,  and  that  in  such  company  his  child  has  wandered  astray. 

We  rejoice  that  the  evil  has  not  become  so  deep-rooted  but 
that  we  may  hope  to  prevent  its  further  groAvth.  But  if  the 
struggle  is  to  be  successful,  the  faithful  members  of  the  Church 
must  face  the  foes  within  her  household,  and  not  be  mere  look- 
ers-on at  the  battle.  Again  let  us  urge  the  necessity  and  duty 
of  watchfulness  at  every  point.  This  must  strike  any  one  who 
carefully  considers  what  is  going  on  at  the  present  day  in  the 
religious  world.  Churchmen  were  Avarned  of  the  danger  their 
daughters  were  exposed  to  by  the  teachings  of  sectarian  and 
convent  schools.  A  Church  school  was  accordingly  organized, 
where  under  Episcopal  and  Clerical  oversight  they  could  rely  on 
their  children  being  protected  frona  all  false  teaching.    Yet,  it  is 
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in  this  very  School  that  the  responsible  Clerical  Manager  is  found 
introducing  a  work  which  in  its  whole  teaching  strikes  at  the 
very  root  of  Protestant  and  Scriptural  truth ;  and  which,  but 
for  the  interference  of  a  parent, — a  layman, — might  have  con- 
tinued in  use  up  to  the  present  time.  The  book  we  are  now 
assured  has  ceased  to  be  used  as  the  School  Text-book ;  we  can 
assure  Churchmen  it  has  not  ceased  to  be  in  request.  We  have 
ascertained  that  it  is  one  of  the  special  books,  on  sale  and  in 
demand,  alike  in  Church  Depositories  and  by  secular  booksel- 
lers. A  glance  at  its  contents  will  show  how  exactly  it  reflects 
the  Anti-Eeformation  views  of  the  Ottawa  Eitualists  ;  and  how 
difficult  it  is  to  conceive  of  its  introduction  and  use  into  our 
Toronto  Church  School  as  "  A  Key  to  The  Prayer  Book,"  in  total 
ignorance  of  its  extreme  Anti-Protestant  character.  At  the  begin- 
ning, Mr.  Blunt  clearly  discloses  the  character  of  his  teaching. 
He  says  :  "In  the  end,  the  second  Book  [of  Common  Prayer]  was 
adopted,  but  with  some  important  changes,  which  made  it  more  like 
the  first  one  again  ;  especially  as  to  definite  recognition  of  those 
sacramental  principles  which  the  Puritans  endeavored,  but  always 
without  success,  to  drive  out  of  the  Church."  (i)  The  highly 
Eitualistic  character  of  the  teaching  of  this  publication  is  not 
long  left  undeveloped.  He  thus  introduces  this  question:  "And 
because  Adoration  is  the  chief  work  of  Divine  Worship,  a  large 
amount  of  Ceremo)iial  is  used,  after  the  pattern  which  God  Him- 
self revealed  to  Moses  on  Mount  Sinai,  to  Isaiah  and  Ezekiel  in 
their  visions,  and,  above  all,  to  St.  John  in  the  Book  of  the 
Eevelation.  If  we  went  to  church  chiefly  for  the  sake  of  being 
taught  by  the  reading  of  Holy  Scripture  and  the  preaching  of 
sermons,  we  need  use  little  ceremony;  but  the  Prayer  Book 
principle  is,  that  we  go  there  to  worship  God,  and  the  ivorskip  of 
God  must  necessarily  he  of  a  highly  ceremonial  character,  ivhether 
offered  by  Angels  and  redeemed  Saints  in  heaven,  or  by  ourselves 
on  earth.  All  the  ceremonies  set  down  in  the  Prayer  Book  ought 
therefore  to  be  devoutly  used,  and  many  more  also  ivldch  have 
come  dotvn  to  us  by  tradition  from  preceding  generations,  such  as 

turning  to  the  Altar  at  the  Creed,  using  the 

sign  of  the  Cross,  boiuing  at  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity  and  of 
Jesus,  and  others  of  a  like  character" 

"  The  confession  should  always  be  said  in 

a  monotone — that  is,  in  one  uniform  musical  note." 

"The  Gloria  Patri  It  is  a  veiy  ancient  and 

a  very  proper  ceremony  to  incline  the  head  at  the  first  half  of 
this  hymn,  as  a  humble  gesture  which  recognizes  the  glory  of

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God  in  three  Persons,  and  which  follows  the  example  set  by  the 
Holy  Angels  when  they  veil  their  faces  with  their  wings  as  they 
sing  to  the  glory  of  the  Trinity  in  the  vision  of  Isaiah."  (i) 

The  Psalms  are  to  be  said  (in  monotone)  by  the  minister 
and  the  congregation  alternately."  (2)  There  is  no  doubt,  hoAV- 
ever,  that  the  whole  of  the  i^itany,  as  it  is  now  used,  was  often 
sung  at  a  faldstool  in  front  of  the  altar  as  at  p)"esent,  and  that 
the  Procession  itself  usually  ended  with  the  singing  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  Litany  in  the  same  manner."(^) 

"  He  also  arranged  other  Processions  for  public  use  ;  but 
Henry  VIII.  would  not  allow  their  publication,  a?2d  they  have 
nolo  been  lost."  W 

"  Unction,  however,  had  been  used  from  the  time  of  the 
Apostles,  and  probably  it  had  always  been  used  vjith  the  sign  of 
the  Cross  ;  so  that  its  disuse  loas  a  great  innovation  upon  the 
custom  of  the  Church." 

"  The  particular  form  in  which  'special  confessions'  are  to  be 
made  is  not  laid  down  in  the  Prayer  Book,  but  the  following  is 
commonly  used  : — For  these  and  all  my  other  sins  which  I  can- 
not now  remember,  I  humbly  beg  pardon  of  Almighty  God,  and 
grace  to  amend  ;  and  of  you,  my  father,  I  ask  penance,  counsel 
and  absolution."  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  reader  may  recog- 
nise not  only  the  same  teaching,  but  the  same  words  as  in  "  The 
Path  of  Holiness." 

"  And  His  best  passport  to  the  other  toorld  will  be  the  absolu- 
tion of  the  Priest  attending  upon  Him.''  ^7) 

The  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant — ''The  object  of  this 
prayer  is — 1.  To  commend  to  God  the  gifts  which  are  then  lying 
upon  His  Table,  both  '  alms'  and  'oblations  ; '  and  also,  2,  To  com- 
mend to  Him  the  whole  body  of  the  Church,  living  and  departed, 
at  a  time  when  the  offering  up  of  the  Eucharist  makes  interces- 
sion a  special  duty  of  love,  and  gives  to  it  a  special  hope  of 
prevailing  power — such  intercessions  at  such  a  time  have  been 
used  by  the  Church  of  Christ  from  the  earliest  ages  to  which  we 
can  trace  Christian  customs,  and  they  are  one  chief  means  to- 
ward drawing  closer  that  Communion  of  Saints  in  which  we  so 
often  profess  our  belief.  The  Mediaeval  heading  of  this  prayer 
containing  the  phrase  '  Church  militant  here  on  earth,'  has  been 
supposed  to  exclude  the  departed  ;  but  the  very  prayer  from 
which  the  heading  (or  ^  or  emus' )  is  taken^  mentions  all  the 
faithful  living  a.nd  departed,  just  as  the  present  prayer  does."  W 

"  Festivals  " — "  They  are  also  distinguished  from  ordinary 
days  by  Proper  Hymns  and  by  changes  in  ths  color  of  the  Altar

these  latter  observances  form  'part  of  an  exact  attention  to  the 
proprieties  of  Church  customs  loliich  is  not  at  present  uni- 
versal in  the  Church  of  England."  (i) 

The  True  Cross  ! — "  The  minor  Festivals" — "  Ihe  inven- 
tion of  the  Cross  is  a  perpetual  memorial  of  the  finding  of 
our  Lord's  Cross  by  the  Empress  Helena,  about  A.D. 
326  "  ! !  !(2) 

"  Holy  Cross  day  ivas  instituted  as  a  w.emorial  of  the  day  on 
ivhich  the  Empress  Helena  carried  a  jjortion  of  Christ's  Cross  to 
he  set  up  in  the  great  Church  ivhich  she  had  huilt  at  Jeru- 
salem" 

"What  does  the  Christian  parent  think  of  this  Anglo- 
Catholic  inculcation  of  the  grossest  follies  of  Romish  supersti- 
tion 1  ^^0  Avonder  that  the  Eeformers,  and  the  very  names  of 
the  Reformation  and  Protestantism  are  hateful  to  such  "  false 
brethren." 

The  length  to  which  the  spirit  of  bigotry  can  carry  people, 
and  the  folly  of  even  speaking  of  union  when  such  teaching  is 
inculcated,  may  be  shown  very  plainly  by  the  following  extract  : 
Private  Baptism — "  II  a  Priest  or  Deacon  cannot  possibly  be 
procured  for  this  purpose  in  time,  some  man  (or,  if  a  man  cannot 
be  procured,  a  woman)  should  carefully  pour  water  on  the  child. 
A  Lay  Churchman  should  do  this  rather  than  a  dissenting 
Preacher  ;  the  former  being  a  layman  in  Communion  with  the 
Church,  the  latter  a  layman  in  schismatical  separation  from 
it  "  !  !  !  0) 

The  painful  surprise  with  which  Christian  parents  perceive 
their  daughter  transformed  from  a  simple  worshipper,  into  one 
trained,  in  boAvings,  crossings,  processions,  and  those  outward 
observances  which  are  found  so  often  Avhen  the  worship 
of  the  heart  is  wanting,  would  not  be  diminished  when  they 
came  to  examine  Avhat  had  been  the  teacliing  in  respect  of 
doctrine  as  well  as  of  practice.  If  this  class-book  is  atten- 
tively perused  and  its  instiuction  followed,  she  will  be 
found  a  believer  in  the  Romish  Doctrine  of  Transubstan- 
tiation.  Mr.  Blunt  begins  Avith  this  general  statement — 
"  This  celebration  of  the  highest  rite  of  Christianity  strikes 
the  key-note  of  the  folloAving  Aveck,  and  connects  the  other 
services  Avitli  the  intercession  of  Our  Lord  by  draAving  doAvn 
His  Sacramental  Presence,  and  making  it  a  ladder  betAveen 
earth  and  heaven."  (5)  Again,  the  Collect  for  the  day 
jL^onnects  the  Daily  Olhce  Avith  the  Holy  Eucharist  from  the  cele-

bration  of  which  it  is  borrowed  ;  and  thus  it  is  a  link  between 
all  the  praises  and  prayers  of  matins,  and  the  great  Sacrifice  on 
lohose  wings  they  are  carried  up  to  Heaven.'^  (i) 

"The  Lord's  Prayer  is  said  here  .  .  .  with  a  special  object. 
....  The  celebrant  uses  it  for  himself  ....  as  a  prevailing 
intercession  connected  with  his  particular  duty,  that  he  may  be 
found  not  unworthy  to  represent  his  Lord,  the  Chief  Priest  of  the 
Church,  in  the  offering  of  the  Holy  Eucharist.  It  should  be 
heard  and  mentally  joined  in  by  the  jDCople  with  the  same  special 
object,  since  the  offering  to  be  made  is  made  by  them  in  con- 
junction with  their  leader  ivho  stands  at  their  hectd  in  front  of 
God's  Altar."  (2) 

"After  the  sermon  the  celebrant  again  takes  his  place  before 
the  Table  of  the  Lord.  fo7'  the  purpose  of  making  a  solemn  offering 
of  the  bread  and  ivine  which  are  afterwards  to  be  consecrated. 

 Until  the  time  of  the  offertory  it  is  customary  (the 

custom  being  significant,  but  not  essential,)  to  keep  the  bread 
and  wine  standing  on  a  credence-table,  at  the  side  of  the  chancel, 
and  not  upon  the  Lord's  Table.  This  custom  (or  any  other  by 
which  the  elements  are  brought  to  the  altar  at  the  moment  lohen 
they  are  to  he  offered)  makes  the  oblation  of  the  '  elements'  a 
plain  and  important  ceremony,  as  it  has  always  been  from  the 
time  of  the  Primitive  Church.  The  bread  is  first  placed  upon 
the  altar,  then  a  little  loater  is  added  to  the  loine  (in  accordance 
with  a  practice  as  old  as  the  Church  itself),  to  signify  the 
union  of  the  Divine  and  Human  Natures  in  Christ,  and  as  a  lively 
memorial  of  Him  who  '  did  shed  out  of  His  most  precious  side 
both  water  and  blood  and  this  mixed  cup  is  also  placed  on  the 
Altar."  (3) 

"THE  SACKIFICE"  !  !  !— "  Our  Lord's  words,  '  This  do  in 
remembrance  of  me,'  means,  '■This  offer  for  a  memorial  of  me  he- 
fore  the  Lord  your  God.'  The  ivord  here  translated  '  do  '  in  more 
than  fifty  places  in  the  Holy  Bible,  is  translated  '  offer,'  and  thus 
means  'do  sacrifice,'  as  in  Jer.  xxxiii.  18.  The  Holy  Eucharist  is 
therefore  consecrated  before  it  is  partaken  of ;  and  the  consecra- 
tion is  a  memorial  offering  or  sacrifice  of  that  ivhich  the  bread  and 
wine  became  by  consecration — the  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ." 

The  prayer  of  humble  access  "  forms  a  lowly  approach  of 
Priest  and  People  to  both  the  Act  of  Sacrifice  and  the  Act  of 
Communion ;  and  the  name  by  which  it  is  known  in  the  Eastern 
Church,  *  the  Prayer  of  boiuing  doivn,'  indicates  the  spirit  with 
ichich  that  approach  should  be  made."

"  The  object  of  consecration  is,  that  the  bread  and  ivine 
which  have  been  offered  and  dedicated  to  Almighty  God  in  the 
offeitory  may  become  the  most  blessed  Body  and  Blood  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ ^  (i) 

THE  CONSECRATION— "This  is  the  most  solemn  part  of 
the  whole  service.  Standing  at  the  head  of  the  people  in  front  of 
the  Lord's  Table ,  the  earthly  Priest  stands  there  as  the  re- 
presentative of  the  High  Priest  andChief  Shepherd,  whose  deputy 
he  is,  to  act  in  His  name  and  by  His  authority.  That  which  this 
earthly  priest  does  is  to  use  those  ordained  words  and  gestures  by 
lohich  '  the  outward  part  or  sign,'  '  the  elements  of  bread  and 
loine,  become  united  to  the  inward  iDurt  or  thing  signified,  the 
Body  arid  Blood  of  Christ.'  ....  His  words  and  acts  are 
adopted  by  the  Congregation  in  the  '  Amen  '  which  they  say  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  Prayer,  and  they  are  ratifiM  by  Christ, 
who  becomes  really  present  under  the  form  of  the  outward  signs, 
and  thus  associates  them  with  His  Body  in  heaven.     Little  or 

nothing  can  be  said  in  explanation  of  this  great  mystery  

Believing  the  fact  of  Christ's  '  Peal  Presence,'  we  can  however 
understand  that  the  result  must  be  that  of  bringing  Him  nearer 
to  us  than  at  any  other  time  ;  and  that  while  He  is  thus  near  to 
us  we  ought  to  be  very  humble  and  devout  in  all  our  gestures, 
thoughts  and  words,  adoring  Him  whose  Body  and  Blood  are 
those  of  the  man  who  is  God."  (2) 

"  If,  moreover,  we  have  any  special  prayers  to  offer  up  for 
the  Church  at  large,  for  our  friends  on  earth  or  in  Paradise,  or 
for  ourselves,  this  is  the  time  when  we  may  well  believe  they  will 
most  surely  come  before  Him,  whether  or  not  it  is  His  will  to 
grant  them."  (2) 

"  After  the  celebrant  has  delivered  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
Christ  to  himself,  he  delivers  them  to  the  Bishops,  Priests  and 
Deacons  Avho  are  ofl&'nally  present.  Then,  in  well  regulated 
churches,  the  other  Communicants  receive  in  successive  order ; 
first,  the  Choir,  as  subordinate  *  ministers  '  in  the  service,  then 
the  men,  and  lastly  the  women."  W 

"  The  omission  of  the  ancient  words  led  some  persons  to 
suppose  that  the  Church  of  England  had  ceased  to  recognize  the 
'  Real  Presence '  of  our  Lord  ;  and  by  their  restoration  each 
communicant  is  separately  reminded  that  what  he  receives  is 
'  The  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  given  for  thee,' 
and  'the  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  shed  for  thee;' 
so  that  no  excuse  is  left  for  ignorant  unbelief"

Prayers  and  Sacrifice  for  the  Dead  ! — "  The  Holy 
Eucharist  is  essentially  a  sacrificial  act,  offered  up  for  the  de- 
parted as  well  as  for  the  living."  (2) 

"Ihe  petition  in  the  prayer  of  oblation  is  one  lohich 
includes  the  dei^arted  members  of  Christ's  whole  Church."  (3) 

"  Bo  that  the  virtue  of  this  sacrifice  doth  not  only  extend  to 

the  living  bid  likeivise  to  thern  thcd  be  cdready 

departed  At  no  time  could  this  benefit  be  so  appro- 
priately sought  as  when,  for  the  last  occasion,  the  body  of  the 
deceased  Christian  lies  in  front  of  the  altar  for  association  with 
Divine  Service."  W 

That  such  a  work  should  find  its  way  as  a  class-book  into 
any  school  in  this  country  is  to  be  deplored  ;  but  that  this 
should  have  happened  in  a  seminary  specially  founded  in  order 
to  furnish  a  religious  education  to  the  children  of  those  belonging 
to  our  own  Church,  may  well  excite  apprehension.  We 
cannot  but  grieve  that  books  like  the  above,  edited  by 
English  Churchmen  and  published  by  Church  of  England 
booksellers,  are  being  multiplied  and  circulated  on  all  hands  ; 
but  regret  gives  way  to  indignation  when  we  find  those 
entrusted  with  the  instruction  of  the  young  members  of  our 
families  betraying  the  trust  committed  to  them,  and  in 
place  of  warning  them  against  the  evils  thus  propagated,  placing 
in  their  hands  works  so  replete  with  error.  How  false  is 
the  plea  of  charity  that  would  call  upon  us  to  close  our  eyes  to 
such  Romanizing  tendencies  and  teachings,  and  to  take  for 
granted  that  they  will  die  out.  Does  it  not  rather  summon 
us  in  love  for  those  who  come  after  us,  and  for  our  Church, 
not  to  allow  the  well-known  landmarks  so  to  be  effaced, 
but  that  our  children  may  be  enabled  to  walk  with  equal  confi- 
dence and  certainty  in  that  path  of  sound  Protestantism  in 
which  our  fathers  were  led  ?  Again  let  us  draw  attention 
to  what  is  transpiring  in  England. 

High  Churchmen  and  Ritualists,  while  they  refuse  to  learn 
from  us,  will  perhaps  accept  the  teaching  of  the  late  Bishop 
Wilberforce.  He  was  led  to  adopt  views  of  the  Church 
as  a  visible  body,  and   of    the   power    of  the   clergy  in

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connection  with  the  ex  opere  operato  doctrine  of  the  Sacra- 
ments, wholly  inconsistent  with  the  teaching  of  the  Church 
of  England  as  set  forth  in  her  Articles  and  Liturgy,  and 
which  have  their  only  logical  developjnent  in  the  doctrine  and 
teaching  of  the  Church  of  Kome.  A  large  number  of  his  clergy 
pressed  on  and  on  in  their  Romeward  course,  too  long  unchecked 
by  the  hand  that  should  have  restrained  them  at  the  outset ;  and 
when  at  length  the  peril  of  the  situation  had  fully  burst  upon  his 
mind,  the  Bishop,  though  he  would  now  gladly  have  arrested 
these  destroyers  of  our  Church  in  mid-career,  found  himself 
powerless  to  suppress  their  vagaries,  or  to  compel  their 
return  to  "  the  old  paths."  In  what  melancholy  strains  did  this 
Prelate,  within  three  days  of  his  decease,  mourn  over  the  crisis 
that  overhung  the  Church,  and  indicate,  when  too  late,  how 
gladly  he  would  have  lived  over  again,  to  a  far  different  purpose, 
the  life  which  was  to  be  terminated  by  so  mysterious  a  provi- 
dence. But,  "  he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh."  Thus  clearly, 
as  it  were  with  his  dying  breath,  in  his  last  allocution  does  he 
speak  on  the  subject  of  Confession  : — 

"  The  tendency  of  the  doctrine  now  put  forward  on  this 
subject  is  to  exalt  the  use  of  Confession  into  a  necessity  of 
Christian  life.  This  leads  on  rapidly  to  the  old  habit  of 
believing  that  private  confession  of  sin  before  the  Great  High 
Priest  is  insufficient,  and  that  without  confession  to  a  priest  a 
man  cannot  be  sure  of  pardon,  and  especially  cannot  draw  near 
to  God  in  the  Holy  Sacrament.  This  is  one  of  the  worst 
develo2)ments  of  Popery.  As  regards  the  penitent,  it  is  a 
syste7n  of  unnatural  excitement — a  sort  of  sj^iriiual  dram 
drinking,  fraught  loith  evil  to  the  ichole  constitution.  It  is 
nothing  short  of  the  substitution  of  confession  to  man  for  the 
opening  of  the  heart  to  God.  Then,  in  families  it  introduces 
untold  mischief.  It  supersedes  God's  appointment  of  intimacy 
between  husband  and  Avife,  father  and  children,  substituting 
another  influence  for  that  ivhich  ought  to  he  the  nearest  and 
closest.  And  lastly,  as  regards  the  person  to  whom  confession  is 
made,  it  brings  in  a  wretched  system  of  casuistry.  But  far  worse 
than  this,  it  necessitates  the  terrible  evil  of  familiar  dealing  with 
sin,  specially  with  sins  of  uncleanness,  thereby  sometimes  even 
tending  to  their  growth,  by  making  the  h3rrible  particulars 
known  to  those  who  have  been  hitherto  innocent  of  such  fatal 
knowledge,  and  so  poisoning  the  mind  of  priest  and  jjeople 
alike — a  fact  which  has  of  late  been  very  painfully  brought  home 
tome."  (1)

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It  is  instructive  to  note  how  entirely  this  accords  with  the 
wise  foresight  of  the  late  Bishop  Blomfield,  who,  in  his  charge 
in  1842,  speaks  of  Auricular  Confession  as  "  a  practice  utterly 
unknown  to  the  primitive  Church,  one  of  the  most  fearful 
abuses  of  that  of  Eome,  and  the  source  of  unspeakable  abomina- 
tions." Here  then  we  see  that  at  the  very  time  when  clergymen 
in  our  own  diocese  are  straining  the  Scriptural  exhortation  in 
our  Communion  Service  into  an  excuse  for  reviving  the  Confes- 
sional, Bishop  Wilberforce  tells  us  that  he  had  found  it,  in  his 
own  personal  experience  as  a  bishop,  the  very  source  of  foulest 
uncleanness, — a  poisoning  alike  of  the  minds  of  Priest  and 
People.  No  honest  man  can  misunderstand  the  invitation  in 
the  Communion  Office,  to  any  who  are  troubled  in  conscience, 
to  go  to  their  minister  for  comfort  and  counsel.  The  same  is 
the  practice  in  every  Protestant  Church  ;  and  is  utterly  at 
variance  with  any  idea  of  the  confessional. 

Again,  as  regards  "Eitual,"  Bishop  Wilberforce  says,  There 
is  great  danger  in  men  going  on  to  add  ceremony  to  ceremony,  and 
introducing  by  little  and  little  practices  which,  before  the  Reforma- 
tion, were  connected  with  great  spiritual  errors.  The  danger  is, 
that  the  outcome  of  errors  cannot  be  restored  without  the  errors 

themselves  coming  in  likewise  Another  great  evil  is 

the  effect  of  these  errors  on  the  tone  of  preaching, — a  2^i^(i(^(^hing 
which  exalts  the  corporate  religion  of  the  Church  rather  than 
the  individual  life  of  each  soul  which  desires  to  draw  near  to 
God.  The  natural  result  is  to  deaden  the  internal  and  deeply 
spiritual  part  of  the  public  ministry."  (i) 

"  There  is  a  growing  desire  to  introduce  novelties,  such  as 
incense,  a  multitude  of  lights  in  the  chancel,  and  so  on.  Now 
these  and  all  such  things  are  honestly  and  truly  alien  to  the 
Church  of  England.     Do  not  hesitate  to  treat  them  as  such. 

 All  this  apiiears  to  me  to  indicate  a  fidgety  anxiety 

to  make  all  things  in  our  churches  assimilate  to  a  foreign 

usage  I  have  no  sympathy  in  the  world  with  such 

feeling.  I  abhor  this  fidgety  desire  to  make  everything  un- 
Anglican." 

Let  those  who  now  in  this  country  are  setting  so  much 
store  by  the  morning  communion,  in  order  that  they  may  thus 
have  a  fasting  communion,  listen  to  and  learn  from  the  dying 
utterance  of  this  same  friend — "  It  is  not  in  a  light  spirit  that  I 
say  this  doctrine  of  fasting  communion  is  dangerous — it  is  a 
detestable  7n  aterialism. "

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When  we  consider  the  length  that  the  late  Bishop  of  Win- 
chester was  at  one  time  prepared  to  go  in  regard  to  novelties  both 
in  doctrine  and  practice,  comment  on  this  his  dying  speech,  in 
which  he  casts  so  mournful  a  glance  at  a  state  of  matters  of 
which  we  see  the  unmistakeable  beginnings  in  Canada,  is  unne- 
cessary. May  we  all  of  the  Church  of  England  in  this  country 
follow  this,  his  latest  advice,  and  "  not  hesitate  to  treat"  the  in- 
novations and  inventions  which  are  found  in  our  midst  as  ''things 
honestly  and  truly  alien  to  the  Church  of  England."  Let  us  with 
him  "abhor  the  fidgety  anxiety  to  make  all  things  in  our 
churches  assimilate  to  a  foreign  usage ;"  whether  it  be  tbe 
idolatrous  Church  of  Eome  or  the  grossly  superstitious  Greek 
Church  ;  and  let  us  by  example,  influence,  and  every  means  in 
our  power,  lead  all  to  walk  in  those  good  "old  paths"  of  the 
Reformed  Church  of  England  from  which  some  have  so  griev- 
ously strayed.

RITUALISTS  IN  OUR  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS— WHAT  DO 
THEY  TEACH? 


No  doubt  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  in  his  recent  Pastoral, 
aimed  at  what  he  believed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Church,  in  seeking  to  lull  the  apprehensions  aroused  in  Church- 
men by  this  Association.  In  the  minds  of  many  there  was  a 
feeling  that  all  was  not  right,  but  there  was  still  the  need  of 
pointing  out  precisely  what  was  to  be  dreaded,  and  of  disclosing 
a  remedy  for  the  seemingly  impending  evil.  His  Lordship,  in 
the  Pastoral,  thus  speaks  of  the  first  paper  issued  by  the  Church 
Association  : — 

"  I  have  ventured  already  to  declare  to  them  my  conviction 
"  that  we  have  not,  in  a  single  instance  in  this  Diocese,  an 
"  approach  to  the  extravagancies  in  Eitual  which,  in  so  many 
"  cases,  are  so  painfully  exhibited  in  the  Mother  Country  *  * 
ii  *  it  On  a  general  survey  of  the  condition  of  this  Diocese, 
"  I  can  affirm,  with  all  the  joy  and  hope  the  assurance  must 
*•  beget,  that  *****  ^/^g  yotoig  are  more  faithfully 
"  instructed  in  religious  knowledge  and  religious  duties  *  *  * 
"  more  care  is  taken  in  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  con- 
*'  firmation."  • 

We  would  gladly  leave  this  pleasing  picture  undisturbed. 
But  we  cannot  remain  blind  to  the  strong  under-current  of  dis- 
satisfaction which  exists  throughout  a  Province,  where  it  is 
supposed  that  all  is  as  it  should  be.  Unhappily  a  very  little 
enquiry  is  needed  to  convince  any  one  who  is  open  to  convic- 
tion, that  in  a  diocese  where  it  is  alleged  "  the  young  are  mpre 
faithfully  instructed  in  religious  knowledge  and  religious  duties, 
and  more  care  is  taken  in  the  preparation  of  candidates  for 
•onfirmation,"  a  system  of  education  is  at  work  which  makes 
our  youth  apt  pupils  for  a  Eoman  Catholic  School  or  a  Jesuit 
CoUege. 

No  true  member  of  our  Church  can  read  the  following  fact* 
■without  most  painful  feelings  of  astonishment  and  indignation. 
We  b«liev9  that  at  the  same  time  they  wiU  afiford  the  moat 
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thorough  justification  of  the  course  which  the  Church  Association 
has  deemed  it  a  duty  to  pursue  ;  and  the  most  convincing  proof 
that  notwithstanding  the  most  painstaking  zeal  and  diligence  of 
a  Bishop,  very  many  things  may  take  place  in  his  diocese  affect- 
ing injuriously  the  best  interests  of  our  Church,  of  which  he 
is  entirely  ignorant. 

A  hook,  one  of  the  publications  of  the  most  advanced  Eo- 
manizing  party  in  England,  styled  "  The  Path  of  Holiness,  a 
first  book  of  prayers  for  the  young,  compiled  by  a  Priest,"  edited 
by  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Carter,  M.A.,  rector  of  Clewer,  Berks,  has 
been  distributed  among  the  children  of  a  Sunday  School  in 
this  Diocese.  It  is  for  sale  at  the  Church  book  store  in  the  city 
of  Toronto ;  and,  as  we  have  ascertained,  in  the  Church 
Depository  of  the  neighbouring  Diocese,  at  Kingston.  The 
copy  furnished  to  this  Association  is  one  of  two  copies  given,  as 
the  father  deposes,  to  his  sons,  by  their  teacher,  with  instructions 
"  not  to  allow  their  parents  to  know  that  the  books  were  in 
their  possession." 

Objectionable  as  the  book  we  are  about  to  notice  must  be 
in  the  eyes  of  churchmen,  being  subversive  of  the  doctrines  of 
our  Church ;  and  inculcating  Romish  errors  :  the  miserable 
deception  taught  by  the  manner  in  which  it  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  young  boys,  makes  the  matter  worse,  and  must  be 
abhorrent,  not  only  to  every  Christian  mind,  but  to  every  honor- 
able and  honest  man.  The  proceeding  indicates  so  low  a  stand- 
ard of  moral  rectitude  ;  and  is  so  thoroughly  jesuitical,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  abominable  maxim  that  "  the  end  justifies 
the  means,"  as  to  be  almost  incredible,  were  not  the  evidence  of 
the  fact  so  positive  as  it  is. 

What  the  book  is,  and  what  it  teaches,  we  will  show  in 
detail,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  leave  it  to  speak  for  itself. 

Under  appropriate  headings,  we  place  some  of  the  poison- 
plants,  culled  from  this  so-called  "Path  of  Holiness,"  along 
which  our  children  are  invited  to  walk;  and  which  have  been 
chiefly  stolen  by  its  author,  without  acknowledgement,  from  the 
Popish    Garden  of  the  Soul."

THE  MAKING  THE  "SACRED  SIGN  OF  THE  CROSS."

"  As  soon  as  you  awake  make  the  sign  of  the  Crosa  after 
which  follows  a  short  prayer. 
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"  When  dressed  kneel  down,  and  say,  In  the  IsTame 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen." 
and  then  other  prayers. 

The  same  form  is  enjoined  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  * 
Noon-Day  Prayer,"  at  the  close  of  "  Evening  Prayer,"  and  on 
various  other  occasions. 

One  of  the  "  Questions  fur  self-examination  "  is,  "  Have  I 
mode  the  sacred  sign  of  the  cross  carelessly  T 

In  one  of  the  Hymns  occurs  the  following  vei'se  : 

"  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  my  Saviour  blest, 

May  all  my  thoughts  and  words  be  thine  ; 
Whereof,  in  token,  on  my  breast 
I  now  do  make        the  Holy  Sign."

THE  CULTU3  OP  THE  VIRGIN  MARY. 

Allusions  to  the  Virgin  Mary  abound,  both  in  the  lessons 
and  hymns. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Things  to  be  remembered,"  are  devo- 
tions, commencing  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  salutation  to  the 
Virgin  Mary,  and  the  Apostles'  Creed,  just  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  in  the  Roman  Catholic  l^.Eanual,  from  which  so  much 
of  the  book  is  taken. 

To  he  said  at  Morning  and  Ecefiing  Prayer. 

"  May  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  all  the  Saints  pray  for 
me,  that  I  may  serve  and  please  God  here,  and  dwell  with  Him 
hereafter  for  ever  in  Heaven.  Amen."

THE  DUTY  OF  CONFESSION. 

"  Questions   of  Self-Examination  on  the  tcn^  Command- 
ments." 

"  When  you  arc  preparing  to  make  your  first  confession, 
you  should  ask  God  to  help  you  Avith  His  Holy  SjDirit  to  re- 
member what  sins  you  have  committed  from  the  time  you  can 
recollect  anything  at  all ;  or,  if  it  is  not  your  first  confession, 
from  the  time  that  you  made  your  last  confession." 
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"  Confess  singly,  distinctly  and  fully  all  the  sins  that  you 
remember." 

"  Prayer  before  confession." 

"  Form  for  Sacramental  Confession." 

Kneel  down  and  say  : — 
"  Father,  give  me  your  blessing,  for  I  have  sinned." 
"  When  the  Pried  has  given  you  the  blessing,  say  : 

"  In  the  name  '^ft  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost." 

"  I  confess  to  God  Almighty,  before  the  whole  company  in 
Heaven,  and  to  you  my  Father,  &c." 

When  the  Priest  gives  you  absolution  bow  your  head,  and 
pray  God  to  absolve  you  in  Heaven  while  His  Minister  absolves 
you  upon  earth." 

"  Questions  on  self  examination," 

"  Have  I  kept  from  going  to  confession  because  I  would 
not  give  up  some  sin  1  Have  I  when  confessing  concealed  any- 
thing which  I  ought  to  have  told,  or  spared  myself  by  making 
myself  out  better  than  I  really  was  ]  Have  I  told  any  one  what 
ivas  said  in  confession 

Christian  Parents,  mark  well  !  Your  child  is  given  a  book 
with  instructions  to  keep  it  secret  from  you.  Your  daughter  is 
taught  to  make  the  priest  her  friend  and  confidant  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  her  parent,  being  asked  at  each  confession  "  Have  I  told 
any  one  what  was  said  to  me  in  confession  ?"  The  meddling 
priest  is  to  arrest  that  free  communication  and  intercourse  which 
it  is  of  such  vast  importance,  and  so  great  a  safeguard,  to 
encourage  and  retain  between  parent  and  child ;  and  he  is  to 
become  a  dealer  in  confidences  between  your  daughter  and  him- 
self which  are  forbidden  to  you,  her  mother.

PENANCE. 

Have  I  followed  the  advice  given  to  me  by  the  priest  in 
confession  and  performed  the  penance  T 

"  If  you  are  not  confessing  for  the  first  time,  mention 
the  time  when  you  made  your  last  confession,  and  say  whe- 
ther you  duly  performed  the  penance" 

"  Especially  I  accuse  myself  that  (since  my  last  confession 
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which  was  ago,  when  the  penance  that  was  given  to  me 

was.,  )  I  have  sinned." 

"After  your  confession  say  ": — 

"  For  these  I  ask  pardon  of  God;  and  of  yon,  my 

spiritual  Father,  penance,  counsel  and  absolution."

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In  contrast  to  all  this  revival  of  the  Eomish  errors  against 
which  our  martyred  Archbishop,  Cranmer,  contended  to  the 
death ;  let  the  reader  take  the  words  with  which  he  prefaces  his 
answer  to  Bishop  Gardiner  : — 

"  The  very  body  of  the  tree — or  rather  the  root  of  the 
weeds, — is  this  Popish  doctrine  of  transubstantiation,  of  the  real 
presence  of  Christ's  flesh  and  blood  in  the  Sacrament  of  the 
"  Altar  (as  they  call  it),  and  of  the  sacrifice  and  oblation  of 
"  Christ  made  by  the  Priest  for  the  salvation  of  the  quick  and 
"  the  dead."

We  may  well  close  the  perusal  of  tliese  extracts  with  the 
exclamation,  Is  the  good  old  Protestant  Church  of  England 
come  to  this  ?"  Can  we  any  longer  say  with  truthfulness,  that 
the  young  are  'more  faithfalhj  instructed  in  religious  ImoivJedge 
and  religimis  didies  The  ceremonies  sought  to  be  introduced 
by  this  publication,  Cranmer  and  Kidley,  the  sturdy  reforming 
fathers  of  our  Church,  dismissed  in  language  alike  expressive 
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and  unceremonious  : — "  Their  prodigious  sacrifices,  tlieir  boyish 
processions  ;  their  uncommanded  worshippings ;  and  their  con- 
fessions in  the  ear:  of  all  traitery  the  fountain,"  (i.e.  the  foun- 
tain of  all  treachery,)  were  spoken  of  by  them  as  "  Popish  trash 
of  which  the  Church  of  England  should  be  discharged."  Can 
it  be  our  duty  to  stand  quietly  by  and  see  our  children  taught 
to  resume  the  old  clothes  of  Rome  which  our  Church  threw  aside 
three  hundred  years  ago.    Habit,  our  second  nature,  will  quickly 
do  its  work.    This  system  of  education  has  been  only^  too  effec- 
tive.   The  lambs  of  the  flock, — always  the  easiest  prey  for  de- 
signing men, — have,  under  the  plea  that  all  that  is  wanted  is  to 
revive  sound  Church  principles,  already  had  too  many  lessons  in 
superstition,  and  treason  to  our  religion.    Well  may  we  ask,. 
"  How  can  these  things  be  ?"    Well  may  we  wonder  that  the 
watchmen  on  our  towers,  who  should,  in  trumpet  tones,  warn  us 
of  the  dangers  in  our  midst,  persist  in  the  cry  of  "  peace !  peace  !" 
while  the  enemy  are,  in  their  sight,  undermining  the  walls.  Can 
they  honestly  counsel  us  to  parley  mth  those  who  are  thus  striving 
to  work  irreparable  injury  to  our  Church  %    The  Ritualists  among, 
us  boast  of  their  zeal  and  activity  ;  and  what,  think  you,  are 
they  doing  while  they  demand  a  truce  %    The  time  thus  gained 
is  spent  in  the  propagation  of  their  errors,  so  that  they  hope,  if 
allowed  to  proceed  unchecked,  the  diocese  may  be  prepared,  in  a 
few  years,  to  accept  that  which  now  it  is  ready  to  cast  out  from 
it  as  an  unclean  thing.    Our  blessed  Saviour,  Himself  the  Prince 
of  Peace,  said,  "  I  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword and 
we  are  unworthy  of  the  title  of  a  Church  militant  if  we  relax  our 
efforts  to  preserve  the  truth,  in  opposition  to  all  error,  from 
within  or  without ;  and  deserve  to  lose  our  "  roll,"  if,  like  Chris- 
tian on  his  journey,  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  lulled  to  sleep  in 
any  arbour  of  peace  which  poor  human  nature  may  build  for  its 
repose  on  this  side  of  our  final  resting  place. 

Consider,  when  the  book  in  question  is  placed  in  the  hands 
of  our  children,  what  they  are  taught.    They  are  taught : — 

1.  The  use  of  the  Ave  Maria  in  all  devotions.. 

2.  Invocation  of  the  Yirgin  Mary  and  Saints. 

3.  Seven  Sacraments. 

4.  Unction  of  the  sick. 

5.  The  merit  of  voluntary  poverty  and  celibacy.. 

6.  Prayer  for  the  dead. 

7.  The  confessional. 

8.  Ablutions  in  the  Holy  Communion. 

9.  Transubstantiation,  or  the  Real  Presence-. 
10.  Making  the  sign  of  the  Cross. 
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11.  The  employment  of  Altar  Servers. 

Read  again  the  above  teaching  on  the  doctrine  of  transubstan- 
tiation,  and  then  ponder  over  our  28th  article  where  it  is  con- 
demned as  repugnant  to  the  xjlain  words  of  Scripture,  and  as 
overthroicing  the  nature  of  a  sacrament,  and  as  giving  occasion  to 
many  superstitions.  Consider  also  this  distinct  statement  of  the 
article,  *'  The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken  and  eaten  in  the 
supper  only  after  a  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the 
mean  whereby  the  Body  of  Chiist  is  received  and  eaten  in  the 
Supper  is  Faith."" 

The  prayers  to  be  used  "  at  the  ablutions  after  communion," 
— a  Eomish  ceremony  unknown  in  our  Church, — are  exact  transla- 
tions of  the  Latin  in  the  canon  of  the  mass.  What  need  have  we  of 
Altar  Servers,  unless  we  are  to  adopt  the  RituaLof  the  Church  of 
Rome,  where  they  are  required  1 

It  would  be  tedious  to  follow  minutely  the  exact  resem- 
blance which  the  book  under  review  bears  to  Roman  Catholic 
manuals  in  use.  Any  Protestant  must  be  convinced  that,  if  the 
teaching  here  set  forth  be  permitted  to  continue,  there  can  be  but 
the  one  result :  and  that  is  that  our  children  will  be  false  to  the 
faith  of  their  fathers.  With  the  knowledge  that  those  engaged 
in  this  Romanizing  or  Ritualistic  campaign  have  been,  for  years, 
pursuing  unchecked  the  course  Laid  before  you  in  this  paper,  can 
it  be  said  tht?t  we  are  creating  a  false  alarm  in  loudly  calling 
attention  to  this  work  going  on  in  our  midst  %  Confident  that 
there  can  be  but  one  answer  to  this  question,  we  again  appeal  to 
the  members  of  our  Church,  as  they  vakie  the  pure  and  reformed 
faith  which  is  their  heritage,  to  look  well  to  what  is  going  on  in 
our  Sunday  Schools,  and  throughout  our  Parishes.  Let  the  in- 
action and  indifference  of  the  past  be  cast  off.  Close  not  your 
eyes  to  the  fact  that,  whatever  enemies  we  have  to  contend  with 
outside  of  our  Church,  there  are  foes  in  our  own  household  with 
whom  the  battle  of  the  Reformation  must  again  be  fought. 
"  Watch  ye,  standfast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like  men,  be  strong."

THE  GUILD  CEAPEL  OF  THE  HOLY  CEOSS. 


In  the  first  Address  issued  by  the  Church  Association  atten- 
tion Avas  invited  to  the  experience  of  the  Mother  Church,  and  to 
the  appeal  of  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York  for  united 
action  to  check  the  growth  of  Eomanizing  tendencies." 
Earnest  members  of  the  Church  in  England  are  now  perceiving, 
when  too  late,  their  fatal  error  in  waiting  till  the  evils  in  ritual 
and  false  teaching  had  fully  matured  before  assailing  them.  As 
well  may  the  shepherd  slumber  in  security  till  the  wolf  is  within 
the  fold.  With  such  experience  as  our  guide,  members  of  the 
Church  in  Canada  are  aiming  at  united  and  timely  action  against 
those  who  here,  no  less  than  in  England,  "  desire  to  suhvert  the 
principles  of  the  Reformation.'' 

The  aim  of  tliis  Association  has  been  to  expose  liomaniz- 
ing  tendencies  with  uncompromising  boldness;  but  to  avoid, 
as  far  as  possible,  personal  controversy.  But  individual  clergymen 
have  hastened  to  apply  the  charges  to  themselves  ;  and  to  retort 
on  the  Association  every  accusation  of  dishonesty,  falsehood 
and  malice.  Others,  in  more  moderate  language,  \\2iVQ,  made 
the  absence  of  individual  names  the  basis  of  charges  of  "  vague 
accusations,"  arni  raising  suspicions  against  every  clergyman 
in  the  Diocese."  We  are  happy  in  the  belief  that  there  are 
plenty  of  faithful  clergymen  who  are  under  no  fear  of  any  such 
suspicion.  But  there  never  was  a  time  when  there  w\as  more  need 
for  zealous  watchfulness  aoiainst  "  false  brethren." 

Remember  the  history  of  the  ritualistic  movement  in  Eng- 
land. It  began  with  seemingly  trilling  innovations  in  doc- 
trine, practices  and  dress.  "But  now  we  may  well  exclaim  : 
"  Behold  how  great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindleth  !" 

And  what  is  our  own  experience  1  At  tlie  'Diocesan  Synod 
of  1873,  its  members  were  startled  by  the  appearance  of  clergy- 
men in  a  dress  undistinguishable  to  ordinary  eyes  from  that 
which  Eomish  priests  daily  wear  on  the  streets  of  Quebec  and 
Montreal.  The  members  of  the  same  Synod  each  received  an 
invitation  to  attend  a  meeting  of  "  The  Guild  of  S.  Lawrence,"  to 
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be  held  at  "the  Guild  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  JSTo.  187 
Chestnut  Street,"  on  which  was  engraved  the  Saint,  with  grid- 
iron in  hand,  in  the  very  Romish  vestments,  the  substitution  of 
which  for  the  simple  and  becoming  surplice  has  been  the  inva- 
riable sign  of  extreme  ritualistic  excesses  in  doctrine. 

The  Church  Association  drew  attention  to  those  indications 
of  departure  from  long  established  Protestant  usage,  and  ap- 
proximation to  Rome.  For  this  it  has  been  accused  of  breeding 
strife  causelessly.  The  Rev.  the  Provost  of  Trinity  College,  in 
The  Churchman  of  March  14th,  treats  of  "  Our  differences, — 
ho'.v  are  they  to  be  dealt  with  ?"  "  Is  it,"  he  asks,  "  a  reasona- 
ble ground  of  offence  that  a  religious  society  should  be  called  a 
Guild  V  To  this  wo  reply  that,  until  recently,  the  name,  so  far 
as  religious  societies  are  concerned,  was  known  only  in  the 
Church  of  Rome.  Bishop  Madox  tells  us  :  Guilds  were  abol- 
ished at  the  Reformation,"  because  of  their  iiiherent  superstition'' 

The  innocency  of  the  mere  name  of  Guild  is  obvious  enough; 
but  even  straws  show  which  way  the  tide  is  turning.  It 
cannot  be  mere  accident  which  leads  to  constant  assimila- 
tion, even  in  "  trifles,"  to  Rome.  But  the  Provost  quotes  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln  as  urging  the  organization  of  "  Bible  Classes, 
Communicant  Classes,  or  Church  Guilds ;"  and  the  Church 
Hymns  of  the  S.  P.  C.K.,  as  including  hymns  for  "  Church  Guilds 
and  Associations."  He  next  deals  with  St.  Lawrence  and  his 
gridiron.  "He  was  a  deacon  and  martyr  of  the  Church  in  the 
3rd  century,  whose  name  is  borne  by  a  vast  number  of  churches 
in  England.  He  was  put  to  death  by  roasting  before  a  slow  fire, 
and  his  gridiron  is  no  more  an  emblem  of  corrupt  doctrine  or 
worship  than  is  the  iron  chair  of  Maturus  and  Sanctus  at  Lyons 
in  the  second,  or  the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  in  the  first  century." 

The  designation  of  "  The  Guild  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross  " 
is  in  like  manner  defended  :  "Man^^of  the  best  interpreters  of  Holy 
Scripture,  both  ancient  and  modern,"  the  Provost  assures  us, 
"  hold  that  '  tlie  Sign  of  the  Son  of  Man,'  of  which  our  Lord  speaks 
as  to  appear  in  heaven  at  the  time  of  the  Second  Coming,  is  the  Sign 
of  the  Cross."  The  reader  had  better  compare  for  himself  Matthew 
xxiv.,  30,  with  chap,  xxvi.,  64,  Dan.  vii.,  13,  &c.,  before  accept- 
ing this,  even  from  "  the  best  interpreters  of  Holy  Scripture." 
The  retention  after  the  Reformation  of  such  names  as  "  St. 
Cross,"  or  "  Holyrood,"  is  next  adduced  in  proof  of  the  innocency 
of  the  name  of  the  Guild  Chapel ;  as  it  might  be  in  favor  of 
that  of  any  saint  in  the  Romish  Kalendar  : — for  we  are  not  aware 
that  any  change  was  made  in  the  names  of  Churches  at  the  Re- 
formation. 
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The  Kev.  Provost  then  proceeds  to  say  :  "  These  matters 
may  seem  to  be,  and  indeed  are  trifles;  but  the  objections  founded 
on  them  are  not  trifles.  They  are  indications  of  a  spirit  dangerous 
alike  to  those  who  cherish  it,  to  the  peace  of  the  Church,  and  to 
the  interests  of  truth,  -which  can  never  be  promoted  by 'evil  sur- 
mises '  such  as  these.  . .  .  Such  embittering  of  men's  minds,  such 
suggesting  of  unreasonahle  prejudices,  cannot  surely  he  regarded 
with  satis/action  by  any  one  who  duly  values  the  sacredness  of 
Christian  truth,  and  the  excellence  of  Christian  charity."  Such  is 
the  comment  by  one  of  the  most  moderate  among  those  who  have 
denounced  the  proceedings  of  this  Association.  Let  impartial 
members  of  our  common  Church  read  what  follows,  and  judge  if 
its  members  have  acted  with  unreasonable  prejudice,  indiffer- 
ence to  truth,  or  a  lack  of  Christian  charity. 

The  Association,  in  the  fulfilment  of  what  they  believe  to  be 
a  solemn  duty  as  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  have 
invited  attention  to  a  book  entitled,  "  The  Path  of  Holiness :  a 
first  book  of  Prayer  for  the  Young."  Of  the  extent  of  its  use 
in  Canada  some  estimate  may  be  formed  from  the  following 
facts ;  and  the  further  inquiry  is  pressed  the  jjreater  reason 
they  find  for  fearing  that  its  poison  is  being  widely  dis- 
seminated. It  has  not  only  been  on  sale  in  the  Church 
Book  Store  of  Toronto,  but  it  is  found  to  be  freely  sold 
by  other  booksellers  there  and  elsewhere.  The  first  copy 
placed  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  oflice-bearers  of  this  Association 
by  a  Christian  parent,  a  member  of  our  Church,  was  accompanied 
by  the  statement  that  it  "  was  given  to  my  sons,  William  and 
"  Thomas,  at  a  Mission  Sunday  School  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Church 
"  on  Chestnut  Street,  and  both  boys  were  instructed  by  a  Mr. 
"  W.  F.  Goldsmith,  who  at  the  time  was  in  charge  of  the  school, 
"  not  to  allow  their  parents  to  know  said  books  were  in  their 
"  possession." 

The  books  thus  distributed  to  the  children  in  the  Chestnut 
Street  Mission  School,  alias  "  The  Guild  Chapel  of  the  Holy 
Cross,"  were  copies  of  the  work  described  in  our  Occasional  Paper 
'No.  111.,  with  its  morning  and  evening  prayers  to  the  Virgin  ; 
its  prayers  for  the  dead  ;  its  secret  confessional ;  its  seven  sacra- 
ments ;  its  instructions  to  "  worship  and  adore  your  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  God  and  man,  who  is  now  present  on 
THE  Altar,  under  the  forms  of  Bread  and  Wine." 

But  this  is  neither  the  only  book,  nor  the  only  distributor. 
Another  Guild  brother  has  dispensed  to  the  same  children. 
The  Devout  Chorister."  Here  is  one  of  its  "  Memoranda  of 
Choristers  eminent  for  their  attainments  in  after  life."  After 
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naming  St.  Chad  and  St.  Hugli  of  Lincoln  "  among  the 
members  of  this  sainted  company,"  next  comes,  as  the 
model  for  Protestant  children,  Erasmus,  who,  After  a  con- 
troversy with  Luther,  in  ivhich  he  displaijed  equal  fortitude  and 
forbearance,  closed  his  laborious  life  at  Basle." 

"  The  Holy  Child  Jesus,''  a  book  given  to  another  boy  in  the 
same  Sunday  School,  yields  such  teaching  as  this  : — "  The 
young  and  lowly  maiden  became  the  Mother  of  God.''    In  the 
"  Litany  of  the  Holy  Child  Jesus  "  occur  thus  in  conjunction  : — 
"  Holy  Jesu,  equal  to  Thy  Father, 
Holy  Jesu,  glory  of  Thy  Mother;" 

and  the  choristers  "  who,  though  as  yet  unconfirmed,  remain  in 
church  during  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,"  are 
instructed  to  say  : — "  Continually  also  art  Thou  presented  to 
the  Father  for  us  sinners,  whenever  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of 
THE  Altar  is  celebrated." 

This,  then,  is  the  innocent  "  Guild  of  St.  Lawrence"  and  its 
"  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross."  These  are  the  "  matters  which 
may  seem  to  be,  and  indeed  are  trifles :"  while  those  Avho,  under 
a  strong  sense  of  duty,  unmask  their  real  character,  are  forthwith 
denounced  for  evil  surmisings,"  "  suggesting  unreasonable 
prejudices,"  and  lack  of  all  "  Christian  charity !"  Another 
censor,  the  Rev.  J.  Langtry,  accuses  the  Association  of  designed- 
ly "  trying  to  raise  suspicions  against  every  clergyman  nob 
belonging  to  it,  "of  holding  doctrines  which  they  would  indig- 
''^antly  repudiate."  JSTo  wonder,  then,  that  an  anonymous  writer 
of  the  same  type,  though  he  "has  no  words  adequate  to  express" 
what  he  would  wish  to  say,  does  say  that  the  objects  in  view  are 
"  the  manifest  works  of  the  Devil  !" 

'Now  it  is  beyond  all  question  that  "T/?e  Path  of  Holiness," 
with  its  jesuitical  training  for  the  young  in  the  very  worst  Rom- 
anizing errors  of  Ritualism,  is,  and  has  been  for  a  considerable 
time,  in  circulation  in  Canada.  The  Rev.  J.  Langtry,  in  the 
Leac^erof  6th  April,  assumes  throughout  that  its  circulation  has  been 
exclusively  the  work  of  one  individual.  We  reply,  that  it  has 
been  and  is  on  sale,  alike  in  Church  depositories  and  ordinary 
bookstores,  in  Ottawa,  Kingston  and  Toronto.  "We  arc  assured 
that  a  single  recent  order  has  been  for  sixty  copies.  In  Toronto 
it  is  sold  by  Messrs.  Adam  &  Stevenson,  Willing  &  Williamson, 
and  Rowsell  &  Hutchison.  Moreover,  as  shown  above,  it  is  no 
solitary  specimen  of  such  literature.  We  find  on  sale,  by  tlie  same 
author,  Guide  to  Heaven;"  The  Treasury  of  Devotion  ;"  and 
The  Way  of  Life  :  a  Book  of  Prayers  and  Instruction  for  the 
Young;"  besides  abundance  of  the  like  kind  by  Bennett,  Blunt, 
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Baring-Gould,  and  other  extreme  ritualists.  The  fact  that  book- 
sellers are  competing  with  the  Church  Depositories  in  the  supply 
of  such  works  proves  the  demand  for  them.  We  are  not  sur- 
prised, therefore,  to  have  had  placed  in  our  hands  a  copy  of 
one  of  the  above-named  books,  "  The  Treasury  of  Devotion^'' 
which  had  been  given  to  a  young  girl  in  a  country  parish  in  this 
diocese,  as  a  substitute  for  the  Prayer  Book.  Along  with  her 
name,  its  fly-leaf  is  thus  characteristically  inscribed  :  ''Fest  :  of  S. 
Agnes,  1872."  It  contains  all  that  has  already  been  exposed  in  the 
same  author's  Path  of  Holiness''  Here  we  read,  on  opening, 
under  the  head  of  "  Morning  Prayer  /' — "  As  soon  as  you  are 
axoake  make  the  sign  of  the  Cross"  Here  are  "Prayers  for 
Compline  y"  "  Prayers  for  the  Dead  ;'  "For  a  Father  or  Mother 
departed  "  For  a  departed  Friend  "  For  Brotherhoods  and 
Sisterhoods  &c.  Here  also  are  a  "  Form  of  Sacramental  Con- 
fession," and  instructions  how  "  to  make  Confession  to  a  Priest;" 
"If  it  be  not  your  first  Confession  *  ''^  say  whether  you 
performed  the  penance  that  was  given  you &c.  Then  follow 
"Seven  Thanksgivings  for  i^/i^^  ;S'6i;e?2  E fusions  of  Our  Lord's 
blood  against  the  seven  deadly  sins;"  "  A  Devotion  on  the  five 
Wounds  of  our  Saviour;"  &c.,  thus: — ''O  Most  Meek  Jesu, 
hy  the  saving  ivound  of  Thy  Right  Foot,  forgive  me;"  *  '"^ 
"0  Most  Sweet  Jesu,  hy  the  blessed  wound  of  Thy  Left  Foot, 
forgivs  me;"  with  much  else  of  the  like  kind,  and  from  the 
same  unmistakeable  Eomish  source.  Let  one  more  sample  suffice  : 
"  Litany  of  our  Lord  present  in  the  Holy  Eucharist.   Jesu,  our 

WONDERFUL  GOD,  WhO  VOUCHSAFEST  TO  BE  PRESENT  UPON  THE 

Altar  when  the  priest  pronounces  the  words  of  consecra- 
tion." The  whole  book  is  a  deliberate  Eomanizing  perversion 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

The  reader  will  now  be  able  to  appreciate  the  Rev.  J. 
Langtry's  assurance  that  we  are  taking  advantage  of  an 
exceptional  case,  the  work  of  one  individual!"  "Would 
it  not,"  he  asks,  "have  been  a  more  Christian  course,  if, 
when  you  had  ferreted  out  this  Jesuitical  Churchman,  you 
had  taken  our  Lord's  direction  as  your  guide,  and  had  gone 
to  the  offending  brother  privately  ?"  &c.  The "  writer  is  the 
same  clergyman  wdio  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  lady  pupils 
of  a  Church  School  under  his  own  charge,  "  Bliinfs  Key  to  the 
Prayer  Book,"  a  work  wdiich  teaches  the  same  errors  as 
"  The  Path  of  Holiness."  It  was  withdrawn  in  consequence  of 
the  remonstrance  of  one  of  the  parents,  with  the  most  inadequate 
excuse  from  Mr.  Langtry,  that  he  had  not  read  it ;  but,  as  he 
now  states,  had  read  a  favorable  review  "  in  a  publication  which 
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lie  thought  most  reliable."  It  would  be  instructive  to  learn  the 
name  of  1  he  reliable  publication  which  commended  so  very- 
objectionable  a  work.  Good  taste  might  have  suggested  more 
moderate  language,  remembering  that,  on  his  own  showing,  but 
for  the  interference  of  a  layman,  this  Clerical  instructor  would 
have  remained  in  ignorance  of  the  poison  he  was  instilling  into 
the  minds  of  the  children  entrusted  to  his  care  !  But  the  Eev. 
John  Henry  Blunt  is  no  obscure  writer  ;  though  Mr.  Langtry 
pleads  ignorance  of  the  notorious  cliaracter  of  his  works.  They 
are  extensive,  well  known,  and  unmistakeable  in  tone.  Verily, 
we  may  say  to  such  admonishers,  When  for  the  time  ye 
ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have  need  that  one  teach  you  again  which 
be  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles  of  God." 

After  what  has  been  stated,  it  is  manifestly  absurd  to  imagine 
that  all  this  Bookselling  and  Church  Depository  organization  for 
the  sale  of  such  books  points  to  no  more  than  one  man,  in  one 
Sunday  School,  in  one  parish.  On  the  contrary,  we  appeal  to  all 
Churchmen,  high  or  low,  who  honestly  hold  by  the  Scriptural 
Articles  of  our  Prayer  Book,  to  make  a  stand  in  time.  Assuredly 
the  plague  is  already  spreading  here  which  has  wrought  such 
disastrous  evils  in  England. 

Denouncing  honest  Churchmen,  who  warn  their  brethren  of 
such  things  ere  it  be  too  late,  as  "  breeders  of  strife,"  "agents  of 
the  Devil,"  ''acting  under  Satanic  influence,"  &c.,  is  like  lynch- 
ing a  man  for  telling  you  that  your  house  is  on  fire;  or  your 
children  are  exposed  to  some  infectious  disease.  The  Church 
Association  drew  attention,  in  its  first  address,  to  "  The  GuiLl 
of  St.  Lawrence,"  and  was  forthwith  charged  with  evil  surmis- 
ings, — St.  Lawrence,  his  Guild,  his  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
and  all  else,  were  most  innocent  things  !  So  it  published  a 
detailed  abstract  of  the  pernicious  work  going  on  under  this 
guise,  and  by  no  means  limited  to  one  parish. 

Thereupon  sundry  Toronto  clergymen,  including  those  of 
the  parish  in  which  the  Guild  of  St.  Lawrence  is  in  operation, 
issued  an  advertisement,  in  which  they  "  solemnly  declare 
that  if  the  hook  therein  described  has  been  in  any  ivay  distributed 
among  our  Sundaij-school  scholars  or  'parishioners^  it  has  been 
done  wholly  without  our  knowledge,  or  consent,  or  approval." 
One  of  them  published  a  separate  disavowal  of  the  false  teachings 
of  the  book  itself.  The  vestry  of  the  parish  next  disclaimed  the 
Guild,  stating  that  its  officers  *'  are  for  the  most  part  strangers  in 
this  country,  and  have  established  themselves  in  this  parish ;  and, 
in  opposition  to  the  expressed  Avishes  and  protests  of  the  clergy 
thereof,  have  instituted  lay  services  and  carry  on  Sunday  schools 
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withont  clerical  supervision."  This  "was  followed  by  a  counter- 
resolution  of  the  Guild,  adopted  at  the  regular  chapter,"  which 
declares  the  Vestry's  disclaimer  to  be  "based  upon  mis-state- 
ments;" for  its  officers  "are,  for  the  most  part,  old  parishioners;" 
that  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross  was  purchased  by  them,  "the 
deed  from  Rev.  Mr.  Darling  conveying  said  chapel  to  trustees,  for 
the  'general  uses  and  purposes'  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Lawrence,  he 
well  knowing  what  such  uses  and  purposes  were ;  that  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Darling  himself  declared  his  intention  to  join  the  Guild,  and  has 
recommended  several  others  to  become  members,  some  of  whom 
have  since  joined."  To  these  statements  Mr.  Darling  replies,  that 
the  resolution  "contains  certain  assertions  calculated  to  produce 
impressions  whichare  erroneous."  He  accordingly  gives  "a  distinct 
affirmation  of  their  inaccuracy,"  reaffirming  the  resolution  of  the 
Vestry,  with  this  correction,  that,  "  the  leading  members^  instead 
of  the  officers,  of  the  Guild,  were  for  the  most  part,  strangers  in 
the  parish."  The  information,  however,  which  has  been  stated 
to  us  is  explicit,  that  at  the  time  when  "  The  Path  of  Holi- 
ness "  was  given  to  the  children,  the  Mission  School,  or  Chapel, 
was  in  connection  with  the  Holy  Trinity  Church ;  the  Rev.  E. 
Day  officiated  there  at  evening  service  ;  and  immediately  after 
he  withdrew,  the  books  were  distributed  by  Mr.  Goldsmith  to 
the  children  ;  and  only  since  our  exposure  of  their  mischievous 
character  have  they  been  reclaimed.  "What  we  affirm  is  that 
ritualism,  in  some  of  its  most  mischievous  forms,  is  at  work  in 
Canada.  In  what  way  does  all  this  shifting  of  responsibility 
from  one  to  another  affect  our  statements  1 

If  "  The  Path  of  Holiness,"  with  its  utterly  false  teachings, 
has  been  distributed  among  his  Sunday-school  scholars  and  par- 
ishioners wholly  without  Mr.  Darling's  knowledge  or  approval ; 
and  he  has  neither  conveyed  the"  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross"  to 
trustees  for  the  purposes  of  the  Guild,  nor  declared  his  own  in- 
tention, or  used  his  influence  with  others  to  join  it  :  let  him  have 
full  credit  for  all  this.  None  of  the  assertions  to  the  contrary  have 
been  made  by  this  Association.  Our  contest  is  not  with 
individuals  but  against  flagrant  evils,  of  which  this  is  only  a 
sample.  We  cannot  regard  these  things  as  "trifles  ;"  or  believe 
that  the  only  thing  which  Bishops,  clergy,  and  all  "  sound 
Churchmen"  should  denounce,  is  the  "uncharitableness"  of  those 
who  discover  the  unmistakeable  beginnings  of  the  very  same 
evil  in  this  branch  of  the  Church  which  has  wrought  such 
ruinous  strife  and  perversions  at  houie. 

Among  the  false  charges  raised  against  the  Church  Associa- 
tion are,  that  it  aims  at  "  division  of  the  Church,"  and  has  coun- 
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tenanced  and  co-operated  with  some  who  have  already  broken 
off  from  it.  We  give  to  both  charges  the  most  explicit  denial. 
We  love  the  Church  of  our  fathers — the  Church  of  England, 
as  we  have  received  it  from  the  noble  Martyrs  and  Confessors  of 
the  Reformation.  We  appeal  to  all  faithful  Protestant  Church- 
men to  hold  fast  to  their  own  Church,  and  to  her  Scriptural 
Articles  and  Standards  of  Faith.  It  is  not  we  who  should  leave 
the  Church  of  England  ;  but  the  unfaithful  teachers  of  such 
Romish  errors  as  those  which  we  have  already  exposed  in  "  The 
Path  of  Holiness and  which  are  to  be  found  in  Carter's 
"  Treasury  of  Devotion"  Blunt's  "  Key  to  the  Prayer  Book,'' 
and  the  like  Ritualistic  Literature,  We  invite  the  co-operation 
of  all  honest  Churchmen  against  the  faithless  men  who  are 
disseminating  such  pernicious  error.
